This Office Action is in response to Amendment filed 1/7/05. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Egan et 
al(U.S. Pat 6,144,521). 

Regarding claim 1, Egan et al discloses a disc changer (figures 1-18) comprising: 
a magazine 40 for storing a plurality of arranged discs in a disc arrangement direction; 
a magazine holder 32 allowing insertion of the magazine from outside and 
accommodating the magazine inserted; 

a disc carrier for carrying a selected disc from the magazine received in the magazine 

holder; 

a transporter 60 for transporting the disc carrier in the disc arrangement direction; and 
a disc playing section 50 for playing the selected disc carried from the magazine, 
wherein the magazine holder has a plurality of restriction members 1841 (figure 18 A) 
facing one surface of the magazine received in the magazine holder, 
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wherein the plurality of restriction members serve to restrict an insertion direction of 
the magazine by getting into contact with the one surface of the magazine being inserted into 
the magazine holder 

wherein at least a number of the plurality of restriction members are located in the 
vicinity of a magazine insertion opening of the magazine holder to downwardly press the one 
surface of the magazine as the magazine is being inserted. 

Regarding claim 3, Egan et al shows that the plurality of restriction members are 
integrally formed with the magazine holder (see figures 18A and 18B). 

Regarding claim 5, Egan et al discloses that at least part of the plurality of restriction 
members are provided in a manner such that their end portions close to the magazine insertion 
opening can get into contact with the one surface of the magazine being inserted into the 
magazine holder (see figure 18A). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 3 and 5 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
